The Lesser Lights Put Up a Six
Round Encounter, After Which

It Is Decided That HonorsAre Even.

After twenty-five rounds of the hottest
kind of fighting the twenty-flve-round bout
hAtwpPi) Ssnllv Smith nf T,r»a Atumlrw r«al

and Tommy White, of Chicago, wa declareda draw at the Bohemian Sporting
Club last night. It was a great fight in. a

sense, and the admirers of boxing who saw
it were well pleased with the exhibition.
The crowd, though numerically larger,

lacked the exclusiveness that has heretoforecharacterized the attendance at the
boxing shows of this club, but clearly demonstratedto the management that it Is infinitelymore profitable to cater to the generalpublic than to be limited to the club
members and their friends.
The spectators, numbering about six hundred,were thoroughly cosmopolitan in characterand appreciative in disposition, and it

was made manifest that boxing is gradually
reaching a higher level and gaining a
stronger hold as a legitimate sport m this
community.
After the preliminary bouts many of the

prominent sporting men swarmed into the
parlors and reception room of the club
house, where, amid the popping of corks and
the hum of voices, the market was made
and the opening price quoted as 100 to 80
l'n favor of White. Bets were made freely,
and at one time the room reminded one
forcibly of the settling hour at the Bookmakers'Club.
There were to have been two preliminarybouts, but one of the contestants for the

semi-preliminary failed to appear, consequentlyJerry Reidy and Eddie Hayes, twolocal 125-<pound men. boxed six livelyrounds, which was called a draw.
After this little performance had been

gone through both principals gathered theirforces and equipments of towels, bottlesand pails of cracked ice and started for the
arena.
Smith led the procession, encased in a

figured bath robe, and stepped into the ringat exactly 10 o'clock. In his retinue wereMetIrath, Eddie Heeling and John Kenny.White was but a few seconds behind his
opponent, and wore a dark sack suit. He
dropned into his chair, and hnworf omiiiniriv
in recognition of a burst of applause, while
Charley White, Jack Everhardt and BillySillock begun to fan their man.
The gloves were hastily donned, afterwhich Frank Abraham, the referee, gavehis tinal instructions. The boxers then

stripped, both wearing breech-cloths.
They were m perfect condition. The gongsounded at 10:12 for the beginning of hostilities.
Hound 1.As they came to the centre"White appeared to be fully two inches

taller than Smith, but he did not have the
sturdy, stroug frame of the latter. No time
was lost in feinting. Smith led twice with
his left, but was short, and then swungagain so low that he fell into the ropes. In
unother lead he missed, and White landed
a heavy left hook on the jaw. Solly tn'ed
a swinging left, and was very short, andWhite stepped In with a beautiful left 011
the mouth that staggered Smith, and followedwith two pretty left jabs on the face.
Smith appeared very wild in this round.
Hound 2.White opened with a stiff loft

011 the face, and Solly was away short with
his swing. White's left found the face and
body twice in succession, while Solly's left
reached the heart.
Round 3.Smith opened aggressively byswinging right and left that tailed to connectand was backed to the ropes, where

White jabbed in his left three times successively.Solly tried to draw White in
close for a right, but failing, got home a
beautiful uppercut and then a good left.
Some clever work followed, in which Solly
go! home twice hard and landed a goodright-hand body blow as the round ended.
Hound 4.Smith swung his right and left

uu iic nuu.v, uiil uie.v uiu uiue uarm ana
White jabbed him again and again, duckingseveral heavy swings. Solly, toward
the close of the round, got in a heavy left
on the neck.
Round 5.Solly, in his eagerness, ran into

a stiff left that jolted his head back hard.
White jabbed twice again, and Solly got
right and left on the body and then uppercutwith the left. In a clinch Smith turned
pivot style and caught White on the jaw
with his elbow, causing the Ohicagoan'steeth to rattle. He apologized, and just
then the round ended.
Round ft.Both stood up close to each

other. White opened with his familiar
left jab on the face. In a sharp rallySolly sent his left and right on the head
that sent White to the rear of the ring,
and then jumped in with a straight left
on the face that shook the Chicagoan up a
bit. This was Smith's round.
Round 7.Smith started a lively pace and

eot in two strontr ones on hrxlv ;mrl fnr-o
and then landed another awfully hard
straight left. White punched the heart
and ducked away from two rights. Both
then countered, White on the wind and
Smith on tli§ neck. White stumbled and
fell on the ropes, but ducked cleverly away
from a right that would have ended the
contest had it landed. Toward the end of
the round they both did some very fast
work, with honors even, that drew a round
of applause from the spectators.
Round 8.After a fast bit of work Solly'sright landed on the forehead, and White

faltered, but gathered himself, shooting
out Ills left just in time to stop a swinging
right. Solly's both hands got home on the
head at the gong time. It was easilySmith's round.
Round 9.Solly tried with liis right and.

Was nailed on the jaw. Smith's left got on
the forehead twice, sending the head back,iut White came with his hardest blow, a
left on the mouth, causing Smith to grunt
and rush with both hands. AVhite's clevernesssaved him a number of times and he
sueceeaen in getting nome tnree very good,
lefts on the head.
Round 10.This round opened very fast,

both sending in hard lefts. Smith got
close and nailed AVhite's nose, drawing a
tiny stream of blood, while the latter
punched the wind very hard. They were
at It, fighting hard, when the gong sounded,
and they had to be ordered to their corners.
Round 11.Solly sent a left to White's

nose and the blood came afresh, while the
latter reached the mouth. Four times
White landed with both hands without a
return. Solly shaped himself to get home
his fafhous right. The pace was very fast,and both did great work. Smith seemed to
be the stronger at the end of this round,while White's face was showing the visitationof his opponeht's gloves.
Round 11.Smith began by jolting White

Willi ins ieii, una men rusning across ine
ring in front of two slashing lefts. White
got out of a dangerous place cleverly, and
sent in two good lefts on the lips, only to
be repaid with a right-hand body blow, thathad an awful sound. They got to close
work, where Smith was the aggressor, and
got in a number of good, hard punches.Round 13.Both missed left leads, andthen Smith olted White's head back threetimes, but the Chicago boy got very fast,landing both right and left on Smith's jawand nose, bringing a torrent of blood fromthe nose. Two lefts on Smith's jaw madehim stagger, and White sailed in, landingfast and hard on the Los Angeles boy'shead.
Round 14.White was very cool and
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feinted. Solly tried his right, and, failing,
was jabbed again and again before lie sent
in two hard ones on the wind. Solly was
desperate and swung both hands on the
wind, and they caught White's jaw. They
were both tired at the end of the round.
Round 15.Smith was smiling as he

rushed in with his left on the face. White
caught him on the wind twice heavily,
and made Solly clinch and use his elbow
in a nasty fashion. This action drew a
reprimand from the referee. White jabbed
his long left home three times, but Sollv
sent a left that almost closed White's left
eye. They were sparring at the end.
Round 1G.White opened with a hard

beautiful blow, followed by an upper-cut.
White blocked two other dangerous swings.
The Chicagoan steadied himself and then
lande 1 his left three times, after which

Smithrushed but failed to land a damagingblow, while White, who was fast tiring,began to clinch in order to avoid his
opponent's blows.
Round 17.White's left shot out twice on

the head, but Solly sent in a corker on
the body. As they came together Smith
was again cautioned by the referee for
using his elbow too freefy. After a rally,
Solly sent a left, then a right, to White's
head a-nd was successful with another hard
left that made White stagger. The Chicagoman steadied himself, though, and
put all his power behind a left straight on
the nose that made Solly's legs tremble.
White repeated again on the same spot
just as the bell sounded.
Round 18.Smith jumped in with a left,

but was countered hard on his twollen
Hps. Both swung on body, and then White
forced Smith into his own corner with
a number of left banders. Solly swung
wildly. White evaded him and drove in
four good lefts on Solly's head and spoke
to the referee about Smith's tactics with
his elbow as the round finished.
Round 19.Both tried, but were short .

with their lefts, after which White got in
two straight left jabs and Solly stumbled
to the ropes after misplng with his right.
He was straightened up with a left hook
on the ear. Two little clinches followed 1
and then Solly swung both hands wildly
and was jabbed twice on the nose. This
was White's round. Smith showed signs
of weakening and his blows lacked force.

In the last rally Solly
landed four hard swings and a backhand
that had a resounding smack.
Round 22.White's left landed lightly on

the face, but Solly came with his right,
left and right again on the head, makingWhite totter a bit and go to a clinch,
After they broke Smith tried a rush,
White stuck his left out and staved it off,
but was punched very hard on the wind.
A rally followed and they, werg locked
when the gong sounded. .jL /1c-VfRound 23.White was told "to do the leadingand tried with great success, gettingin a trio of good lefts, while Smith
punched the wind very hard. White tried
his left again with success, but Sollylanded right and left on head and wind.
White, however, sent his head back with a '

left,'and then landed a good right on the
ear. The work became very fast, both
punching freely.
Round 24.Smith ran into a straight left

and was caught very hard on the wind.
They both engaged in sharp exchanges,
White trying his right with success on two
occasions. Solly tried his right, but failed.
Smith was fast growing tired, and White
sent in a great right as the round ended.
Round 25.They shook hands, smiled and

spoke to each other, after which they
started in hnmmer-and-tongs style. White
pushed ids left in twice on the face, while
Smith jabbed the wind hard and then
swung twice, missing. Smith landed a
great left flush on the nose and they mixed
matters in great style. Solly was desperateand plugged both hands to the body,while White jabbed in on the face. While
pushed Solly to the ropes with a left jab.tbo lattcn* rnmp Txrlfh O I
swings .lust as tlie round ended.

crowd sliouted for both men, and It was
some seconds before the announcer could
make himself heard to state that the refereedeclared the contest a draw. The de-
cislon was received with cheers.

CIDD'S SNOW DR1F*
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HORTON WANTS TO AMEND
Will Ask an Alteration in the Boxing Law

Whereby All Pugilists Must Be
Examined.

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 12..George S. Horton,
authpr of the exiting law on sparring exhibitions,has changed his mind relative to
a proposed change in the law. Last week
Mr. Horton, whose original bill prohibited
all pugilistic exhibitions, decided to proposean amendment taking out of the law
the feature which was added just before its
final passage.
Mr. Horton arrived this evening and takes

kindly to District-Attorney Olcott's suggestionthat pugilists should be examined
by reputable physicians with the purpose
of excluding from the ring all fighters who
are not absolutely sound physically.
"In my opinion," said Mr. Horton, "examinationsby physicians would preclude

:he possibility of fatal results from sparring
contests. I am surprised that the managersof these affairs have not made it a
practice to determine the condition of contestantsbefore entering the ring.
"I propose to incorporate in the present

law, if possible, a provision compelling
such examinations,, with a reputable doctor
to certify to the soundness of the competitorsand the police on hand to prevent
brutality. I can see no great objection to
sparring exhibitions.
"As a matter of fact there have been

fewer fatal results from the pugilistic sport
than from all other sports."

Under a cloudless sky and in a stiff gale
!rora the westward, the first important ice
pacht race of the season was sailed on
nmriffP T.ako Trpeforflntr -iTtcrnAnn TTlin

trophy was the famous rnallenge cup of
L888, which was held by Vice-Commodore
Kidd's Snow Drift
The race was easily won again by ComnodoreKIdd's flyer, sailed by Captain Mercitt,of Flshklll, In excellent style, but only

after all but one of the fleet had been
placed hors de combat by the heavy wind,
rhe conditions were boat for boat, without
handicap, open to all memners of the club,
and over the ten-mile quadrangular course.
The record for the distance, 17 minutes,
Is held by the Snow Drift.
All the competing yaems, with the exceptionof the Frolic, owned by H. M.

Kniffen, and sailed by Captain Penny, were
pushed up to the starting line under double
reefed sails, while the Frolic was started

and under full headsail.
At the starting signal the yachts were

lined np. Commodore Higginson's cat Cold
Wave was at the windward end, with
Frolic, Snow Drift and Flying Jib, the lattersailed by George C. Trimble, to leewardin the order named. All went away
on the port tack with the wind abeam, the
Cold Wave holding a slight advantage and
sailing with her weather runner about
three feet above the surface, despite all
efforts of Commodore Higginson to keep
her on an even keel.
The flurry of ice from ner lee runner almosthid the other yachts, and not until

they were half way to the first mark could
the fleet be plainly discerned through the
flying lee. When nearing the mark a puff
of more than ordinary strength hit the
Commodore's yacht, lifting the weather
runner high in the air and carrying away
the inside port shrouds in a twinkling',.
In the meantime Snow Drift had forged

ahead and led the fleet at the turning point,
with Flying Jib coining at a tremendous
pace about one hundred yards astern.
Frolic had been driyen off to leeward like
a crab and brought up against the bank.
She carried away her port runner shoe and '
et.ui.-j* n uere sue wan Hum iaie in ine aiternoon,when she managed to crawl home
like a lame duck.
This left the race a practical walk over

for the Snow Drift, as her only competitor
was the Flying Jib, one of the smallest
boats in the club fleet «nd with a sail
spread of little more than half that of her
speedy rival.
The start was made at 12:22, and SecretaryChambers, chairman of the Regatta

Committee, announced the finish at 12:51:01
and the elapsed time as 29 minutes and 1
second. Snow Drift made the first leg of
the course in two m'nutes and led FlyingJib less than 80 seconds at that point.At the end of the first round Flying Jib
was 58 seconds astern of her rival, which
wiueueu 1111; uisranee at every jump. FlyingJib did not finish.
When the wreck had been cleared away

on board the Cold Wave, Commodore Higginsonagain got under way and set sail
after the flying Snow Drift, passed her and
led her nearly half a mile, when the Commodorethrew her np in the wind off Pine
Point. But for her unfortunate accident
the Cold Wave would have won easily,
as when she passed the clubhouse she was
tearing along at the rate of about eightymiles an hour.
Owing to the number of accidents the

other races were postponed until repairs
could be made.
